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beads of recollection. When our ances- 
tors threw down the gauntlet to the 
mother country and resolved to ac- 
quire the right to form a government 
of their own, able leaders were found 
who had gained a valuable experience 
in battles with savage tribes, and <s- 
pecially in the French and Indian 
wars, but there was a total lack of offi- 
cers who had received military edu- 
eation, and drill-masters for our 
troops were eagerly sought among 
the trailed soldiers of Europe. This 
want led our statesmen at an early 
day to consider the question of estab- 
lishing a training-school for officers 
of future armies. Washington fa- 
vored West Point, which had beer so 
closely identified with his military 
career, as the most appropriate site 
for such an institution. Du his 
second administration, in 1794, a mill- 
tary school was located here, but in 
1796 the building was destroyed by 
fire, and for several years the instruc- 
tion was surrended. 

In Washington's Farewell Address, 
that immortal document, well described 
as unequaled by any composition of 
uninspired wisdom, he formulated a 
memorable maxim in the words: ro 
be prepared for war is one of the 
most 1 effectual means of preserving 
peace.” Two days before his death, in 
1799, he wrote to Hamilton a letter. 
probably the last one his illustrious 
hand ever penned, saying: “The es- 
tablishment of a military academy up- 
on a respectable and extensive basis 
has ever been considered by me 2s an 
object of primary importance in this 
country, and while I was in the chair 
of government, I ommitted no proper 
opportunity of recommending it to the 
attention of the legislature.” Thus this 
infant of the State received at its bap- 
tiam Washington's dying benediction. 

The present permanent academy was 
founded in 1802. The class that year 
contained two cadets. During the ten 
years following, the average number 
was twenty. We might say of the ca- 
dets of those days what Curran said 
of the books in his library: Not num- 
erous but select.“ The instruction was 
then as meager as the nations, and this 
newborn child was so poorly cared for 
that it wae scarcely provided with 
decent swaddling clothes. In fact, the 
necessity of the school.came to be 
seriously questioned. But then occur- 
red the War of 1812; the institution re- 
ceived greater consideration, was more 
efficiently organized, and the maximum 
number of cadets was fixed at 250. 

The Golden Age of the Academy, 
however, began with the advent, as 
superintendent, of a soldier who seemed 
especially created for the position— 
that man of honored memory, crowned 
with the title of “Father of the Acad- 
emy,” Col. Sylvanus Thayer. He 
brought to his field of usefulness, a 
broad scholarship, a ripe experience, an 
unerring judgment. In his work, it 
was the very tude of the task 
that seemed to call forth the powers 
which mastered it. While upon an of- 
filical mission in Europe he had culled 
from the most noted war schools of 
the Old World the best features of 
their curriculum, and afterwards intro- 
duced them here. In the sixteen yrars 
of his labors, he taised the institution 
from an elementary school to the grade 
of the highest academies. Among West 
Point’s graduates, a test of fidelity is 
the veneration in which they hold his 


name. 

After the close of the War of 1812, 
when the drums had beaten the 
notes of victory and the bugles had 
sounded a truce, there was a period of 
gome thirty years in which the colors 
were furled and swords were sheathed. 
Again a lack of appreciation of the 
work of the academy prevailed, and 
there was much grumbling at the ex- 
pense it entailed. But then came the 
war with Mexico. An adventurous 
cam was to be undertaken in an 
unknown land where skill and science 
were to p an important part, and 
her es were gladly sought to 
complete the organizetion of the ex- 
peditionary army. The encomiums 
passed upon them by their commanders 
for the practical manner in which they 
applied scientific knowledge, and their 
devotion and personal gallantry in that 
triumphal march from the Gulf to the 
Halls of the Montezumas, silenced al! 
objectors and convinced the most re- 
luctant that the living had justified 
their schooling by their deeds, that, if 
one can barter blood for gold, the dead 
had amply repaid the cost of their 
education, with their lives. 

At different periods, campaigns 
against hostile Indian tribes, the most 
distasteful of all warfare. tested the 
powers of our little army. In 1861 the 
Temple of Janus again threw wide 
its portals, and the nation entered 
upon the most appalling struggle that 
the New World has ever known. For 
four long years the arts of peace gave 
way to the science of destruction; 
blood flowed as freely as festal wine, 
and the high carnival of slaughter 
reigned until the record of the carnage 
staggered humanity. West Point's 
graduates in that war, from leaders 
of armies to commanders of com- 
panies, by their brilliant feats of arms 
and conspicuous display of American 
manhood, challenged the admiration of 

e world. 

*. subsequent years, an attack was 
made again upon the academy. A rep- 
resentative in Congress proposed to 
abandon it and sell the property. The 
answer made to him was in substance: 
“There never was but one American 
who tried to sell West Point, and God 
in His providence did not permit him 
to succeed. His name was Benedict 
Arnold.“ 

In the war with Spain, West Point 

again proved her usefulness. Her 
officers bore an honorable part in lib- 
erating an Opp people, lighting 
their watch-fires even in the lands 
of the antipodes, dipping the fringes 
of their banners in the waters of the 
oriental seas, setting our country a 
century ahead in history and raising it 
to the proud distinction of a world 
power. 
In this contest, the Blue and the Gray 
of the previous struggle were blended 
into one harmonious, patriotic color, 
and men whose opinions had once 
made them foes, again marched 
shoulder to shoulder beneath the folds 
of the red, white and blue, that ban- 
ner which represents a trinity of col- 
ors—a unity of loyalty. 

DONATION AND EDUCATION. 
The most recent prominent event in 
the annals of the academy has been 
the donation of the majestic building, 
with its chaste lines and graceful pro- 
portions, the hospitality of which we 
today enjoy. The donor, by this act 
of princely generosity, gained title 
deeds to gratitude of which he can 
never be dispossessed. It has been said 
that gratitude fis a debt in which it 


is left to the debtof to pay in what- 


ever coin he pleases. Alas, we have no 
coin save the fervent tribute of thank- 
ful hearts with which to pay the 
priceless debt of gratitude we owe to 
Gen. George W. Cullum. 

The system pursued in the conduct of 
this academy is in perfect keeping with 
the spirit of our liberal institutions. 
The equal participation of all the States 
and Congressional! districts in the nom- 
ination of cadets, their selection with- 
out regard to race, religion, color, 
wealth or station, and their impartial 
examinations in which the nates they 
bear exert no more Influence on the re- 
sult than the numbers which desig- 
nate them, are methods as democratic 
as the most liberal-minded could de- 
sire. 

The fact that during the past century 
less than one-half of those who en- 
tered were graduated, shows an in- 
struction as thorough as the most ex- 
acting could demand. Here every ca- 
det must stand on his own individual 
merits. He who would be called Thor 
must be able to wield Thor's hammer: 
he who tvould be called Ulysres, must 
de able to. bend Ulysses's bow. 
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In talking with officers of the mili- 


tray schools in Europe, when I have 
told them the requirements of cadet 
life here, the long term of service, the 
exacting course of study, the number 
r Aris, the few hours of recreation, 
the one oe 2 in the four long 
years, those cers have been free to 
confes that the youth of their lands 
could never be brought to endure it. 

It has, been asked why impart prac- 
tically the same education to all ca- 
detse—to those destined for the line as 
well as for the scientific corps? It is 
because it is believed that mental discf- 
pline, powers of investigation and ac- 
curate methods of thought requisite in 
solving difficult problems in the higher 
branches of science are the same quall- 
ties which are necessary in planning 
campaigns against wily savage tribes, 


or conducting battles against trained 
armies. 
An ancietnt writer has said: “We 


fatten a sheep on grass not in order to 
obtain a crop of hay from its back, 
but so that it may feed us with its 
mutton and clothe us with its wool.” 
Tn like manner, we train a soldier in 
science, not with the expectation that 
he will use an equatorial in getting the 
range of an advancing battle line or 
to ascertain his own whereabouts by 
finding astronomically the longitude of 
his post by means of lunar culmina- 
tions, or frighten away an enemy by 
shaking a table of logarithms at him, 
terrifying as those figures are, but in 
order that he may have the general 
powers of his brain fully developed; be 
able to concentrate his thoughts, to 
reason logically; to grasp with decision 
the difficult problems of a campaign, 
and thus be the better prepared to lead 
men and to gain battles for the re- 
public. The fight may last but a day. 
the training to win it may require 
many toilsomet years. A bicyclist with 
a broken machine stopped at a country 
blacksmith -to have it mended. The 
workman said his charge was $1; @& 
cents for the job and 75 cents for know- 
ing how to do it. Battles should be 
won first with the brain, then with the 
sword. Men should be taught not only 
to stop bullets, but how to direct them. 
Where human life is at stake, we want 
duels, not butcheries; victories, not ex- 
cuses. It is quite certain that future 
Successes in war will depend less on 
numbers and more on discipline, the 
cultivation of the morale of the soldier, 
improved weapons, celerity of move- 
ments and an intelligent application of 
the study of logistics. 

It is conceded that no student can 
successfully master a subject unless his 
mind becomes duly interested in it. 
To produce good music, an instrument 
must be in tune. The student who 
here studies the art of war. finds him- 
self in a purely military atmosphere 
and feels all the stimulus of his sur- 
roundings. About this region, cele- 
brated for its strategic import- 
ance, there cluster the most 
inspiring memories of the War 
of Independence, which constituteé 
the heroic age of the republic. Here 
invading armies were checked, hostile 
fleets were barred, treason was baffled. 
Here flows the historic Hudson, rich 
in precious Revolutionary reminis- 
cences. From the unequal battle of 
Harlem Heights to the triumphant fieid 
of Saratoga, yonder stream, throughout 
its entire lenth, is studed with heacon 
lights of liberty. Upon the plain are 
displayed the trophies of former wars; 
upon the giant rocks are graven the 
names of victorious battles. Pendant 
on the building’s walls are tablets and 
portraits which recall the record 
imperishable d perpetuate 
names which deserve to be immortal. 
Here statues are erected to com- 
memorate men who lived believing in 
their country. who died that their faith 
might be fulfilled. The mute eloquence 
of their monuments will plead for equal 
sacrifice should war again threaten the 
nation’s life, r example is stronger 
than precept d patterns are better 
followed than rules. It would be a re- 
calcitrant cadet, indeed, who under 
such circumstances could fall to be im- 
bued with an absorbing interest in the 
study of the profession of his choice. 

WAR OR PEACE. 

It may be asked whether an educa- 
tion amid such surroundings may not 
make men lovers of war and anxious to 
taste its experience. There is little 
fear of such a result. In this country 
a soldier is no longer respected if he 
fails to realize that war should be un- 
dertaken only in the interest of peace, 
and that a nation’s prosperity dererds 
upon public tranquillity. He knows full 
well that a people can be military with- 
out being warlike; that a government 
can be progressive without being ag- 
gressive. It was one of our most com- 
bative commander in the field who 
uttered the famous aphorism: Let us 
have peace,” and whose distaste for 
war was so pronounced that in after 
life he never attended a review of 
troops, even when tendered in his 
special honor by the great litary 
powers of Europe. 

Washington, after having experienced 
the hororrs of war, fully appreciated 
the “piping times of peace,” when 
soldiers may turn their battleaxes into 
bill-hooks and their helmets into bee- 
hives, and yet he never failed to put 
himself on record in favor of the main- 
tenance of an adequate army. For ex- 
ample, when, in convention, a delegate 
moved that the size of the army should 
never be allowed to exceed five thous- 
and men, the great Founder of the 
Republic, with a display of ready wit 
which surprised his colleagues, killed 
the motion by offering an amendment 
prescribing that no foreign power 
“should ever be allowed to invade the 
country with more‘than three thousand 
men. An army may be dangerous when 
wielded by an arbitrary sovereign, but 
never when directed by a sovereign 


people. 

The true soldier regards an army as 
serving the same purpose to the coun- 
try as the lightning-rod to the house, 
which reaches out not to attract the 
lightning, but to meet it when it 
strikes, disperse its forces and stay 
the ruin it would work. Upon our na- 
tional arms, the American eagle is 
represented as holding in one talon 
the olive branch of peace; in the other 
the shafts of war. He leaves to his 
adversaries which to choose. 

No scholar can claim a monopoly of 
knowledge or perfection in learning. 
That would be mere pendantry, and 
Addison tells us that Pedantry in 
learning is like hypocrisy in religion, 
a form of knowledge without the 
power of it.“ There are two means of 
acquiring an education, in the schools 
and in the great university of expe- 
rience. Fortunately for the prosperity 
of nations, and the peace of the world, 
we do not have continual wars in which 
to instruct our officers, and so we give 
those destined for the regular army a 
theoretical education in the school, 
making it as practical as possible. 

_In future. as in past wars, the great 
bulk of our army will always be com- 
posed of volunteers, those patriotic 
types of American manhood who, at 
the call to arms, quit their peaceful 
avocations, sacrifice their material in- 
terests and rally to the defense of their 
country’s standard. They receive their 
valuable, but hard-learned, lessons in 
the field and even in the presence of 
the enemy; the graduates from their 
ranks have furnished to the army some 
of its most distinguished officers. The 
cordial , and efficient codperation of 
these two great branches of the service 
has everywhere brought success to our 
arms. I have no patience with oc- 
casional writers who would make it 
appear that there are dissensions and 
discord between these two bodies bat- 
tling in the same cause. It is a com- 
mon practice for volunteer organiza- 
tions to apply for regular officers to 
command them, while the regulars have 
constantly sought commmissions in the 
volunteers. In the field, inseparable 
ties of true comradeship have been 
formed among them, for as iron is 


welded in the heat of the forge, so are 
friendships welded in the heat of battle. 
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Anyone in either of these two honor- 
able branches of the army who would 
be guilty of petty jealousy or half- 
hearted cohperation would be unfit 
for the service to which he belonged 
and unworthy of the name of soldier. 
This academy had its birth and grew 
to manhood in the most marvelous 
century of recorded time, an age of 
which the advance in civilization and 
the triumphs in useful inventions and 
scientific discoveries inspire us with the 
grandeur of events and thrill us with 
the majesty of achievements. During 
this eventful period, there were grad- 
uated 4067 cadets. They have dis- 
played their devotion upon countless 


Roman triumph. Even at the present 
day, in a land whose boast is justice, 
and among a people whose patent of 
manhood is their sense of fair play, 
while the American soldier, by his 
fidelity, his manly bearing, his match- 
less gallantry has earned the right to 
stand with head covered and with feet 
sandaled in the presence of the 
est warriors of foreign lands; at home 
the envenomed shafts of slander are 
hurled at him from behind his back, 
but they have not even e e 
khaki of his uniform. hen the au- 
thors of the calumnies are moldering 
in forgotten graves, the patriotic 
American people will be searching for 
monumental marble, white enough and

Paymaster-General, and with such 
scrupulous fidelity have the hundreds 
of millions entrustéd to them been ac- 
counted for that those who have ever 
been charged with peculation can be 
numbered on the fingers of one hand. 
Time does not permit us to recount 
their services. To select for special 
comment even the more illustrious 
would be to make invidious distinc- 
tion; to mention all who have em- 
ciently served the State would be to 
call the roll of graduates. They need 
no eulogist—their services attest their 
worth. They did their duty and trusted 
to history for their need of praise. 
Of the total of 4067 graduates, 238 
have fallen, killed or mortally 
wounded, on the fleld of battle. In 
the trials of the self-sacrificing pro- 
fession in which they cast their lot, 
they had to learn that “All hours 
wound—the last one kills.” The rec- 
ord of West Point's heroic dead is in- 
expressibly sad; it is incomparably 
glorious. The story of their deeds 
rises to the sublimity of an epic. They 
honored the age in which they lived, 
and future generations will read with 
pride the inscription on their tombs. 
The world can better appreciate their 
services since they have fallen, and 
the historian has had time to record 
their achievements. A tree is best 
measured when it is down. When La 
Tour d’Auvergne, who by his match- 
less deeds of valor gained the proud

Then lashing 
himself fast he took the wheel and 
guided the boat,-with its cargo of pre- 
cious human souls, through the howl- 
ing storm, safely into port. The Min- 
ister of Public Instruction, after pay- 
ing a touching tribute to the boy’s 
courage, in a voice broken with emo- 
tion, pinned the medal to his breast, 
placed in his hands a diploma of honor, 
and then seizing the brave lad in his 
arms, imprinted a. kiss on each cheek.

Col. Lynch Puts Foot 
on England's Shore. 


Taken into Custody on 
Charge of Treason.

Irish Members Bring the Mat- 
ter Up in the House of 
Commons. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.! 

LONDON, June 11—[By Atlantic 
Cable.) Col. Arthur Lynch, who fought 
with the Boers in South Africa, and 
who, in November last, was elécted to 
represent Galway in the House of 
Commons, was arrested this morning 
on his arrival at New Haven from 
Dieppe, France. Col. Lynch, v ho was 
accompanied by his wife, was brought 
to London, and was afterwards taken 
to the Bow Street Police Gtatiog. 

Subsequently Col. Lynch was ar- 
raigned at the Bow Street Police 
Court on the charge of high treason and 
was remanded until Saturday, June 14, 
after formal evidence of his errest 
had been presented. 

The prisoner, who was described on 
the charge sheet as a journalist, ap- 
peared unconcerned until the magis- 
trate asked him if he had .nything 
to say in answer to the charge. Then 
he arose, and replied almost !naudibly: 
“No sir.” He did not apply for bail, 
and was taken to his cell. 

The Irish Nationalists in the House 
of Commons today attacked the minis- 
try on the subject of the arrest of 
Col. Lynch. They wanted to know 


| why the colonel had not the same right 


to surrender as other burghers. The 
government leader, A. J. Balfour, re- 
plied: “He is not a burgher.” 

John Redmond, the Irish leader, and 
J. Swift McNeil, Nationalist, then 
turned to the Secretary of State for 
home affairs, Mr. Richie, and asked 
him why he had not fulfilled his 
ministerial duty in informing the 
House of Col. Lynch's arrest cn the 
charge of high treason. 

Mr. Richie denied that it was his 
duty to so inform the House, tut 
when the Irish members appealed to 
the Speaker the latter upheld. the 
Nationalist contention that the usual 
practice was to inform the House of 
such an incident through the Speaker. 
Further questions were ruled out of 
order and the subject was dropped. 

Lieut.-Col. Philip Nolan (National- 
ist.) applied for the release of Col. 
Lynch on bail, but the magistrate said 
he had no power to grant the request. 


NEELY AT LIBERTY. 


HAVANA, June 11.—C. F. W. Neely, who, 
on March 24 was sentenced to ten years’

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ANITARY WORK IN HAVANA, 
The vital statistics of Havana 
for the month of April, according to 
the report made by Maj. W. C. Gor- 


| Sas, Chief Sanitary Officer of the 


military government, showed the city 
to be in an excellent sanitary condi- 
tion. The April report of Maj. Gor- 
gas was the last one made by that 
officer, as the military government 
ended on May 20. The death rate 
for the month was lower than on 
any preceding April in the history of 
the city. The lowest previous death 
rate was that for April, 1900, when it 
was 23.13. The highest April rate 
was in 1898—71.88. For April, 1902, 
the rate was 21.77. The total number 
of deaths in the city in April, 1898, 
was 1399; the number in April of this 
years was only 499. There were 49 
deaths from malaria in April, 1898; 
this year the number was 8. Al- 
though smallpox and yellow fever 
have for generations ranked as the 
most fatal of diseases in Havana, there 
has not been a case of the former 
since July, 1900, nor of the latter 
since September of last year. 

The Times has heretofore had occa- 
sion to comment upon and commend 
the sanitary work performed under 
the auspices of the American military 
government in Havana and other 
parts of Cuba. The final report of 
Maj. Gorgas shows that this work 
was kept up faithfully to the end of 
the military occupation, and that its 
beneficial results are little less than 
marvelous. The city is said to be “as 
clean as the conditions will allow 
labor to make it.” Maj. Gorgas de- 
clares that the tenement districts of 
Havana challenge comparison with 
similar habitations in any city of 
which he knows. It would manifestly 
have been impossible if the city had 
not been kept in the best possible 
sanitary condition, to have lowered 
the death rate from 71.88 in 1898 to 
21.77 in 1902, which is as low as the 
average death rate of the larger cities 
throughout the civilized world. 

The stamping out of yellow fever in 
Havana is one of the most marvelous. 
achievements of sanitary science. The 
last case of that disease in the city 
occurred in September, 1901. During 
the twelve years preceding, the small- 
est number of deaths from yellow 
fever in any one year occurred in 
the yellow-fever year of 1899-1900, the 
number being 122. The largest num- 
ber of deaths from the diseage in any 
one year during the twelve, occurred 
in 1896-97, being 1385. The average 
number of deaths per year for the 
entire period was 466. “Our mosquito 
work,” says Maj. Gorgas, “commenced 
on February 4, 1901. As Havana has 
never been free from yellow fever 
before, I think it is a reasonable de- 
duction from the figures quoted that 
it is now entirely stamped out; and 
believing that it is only propagated by 
the mosquito, I do not think it can 
occur again unless introduced from 
the outside,” 

Not a case of smallpox has de- 
veloped in Havana since July, 1900— 
which is truly a remarkable showing, 
when it is remembered that Havana 
was formerly a center of infection for 
that disease. Of the prevalence of 
tuberculosis, Maj. Gorgas says: 

“The death rate from tuberculosis 
continues high in Havana, although 
not so high as in many of the large 
cities of the United States and Eu- 
rope. A comparative table of the 
rates in Havana and other large cit- 
les ig contained in the body of the 
report; also, a table giving the num- 
ber of deaths from this disease from 
1872 up to the present time. This 
table shows that in 1898 there were 
2794 deaths from tuberculosis, the 
maximum number for any one year; 
the minimum year, 1886, there oc- 
eurred 1187 deaths; average for the 
above period, 1600 deaths. During 
1901 there were only 900 deaths from 
this disease. We have lately greatly 
extended our tuberculosis work: and 
are now in touch with almost every 
tuberculosis patient living in Havana. 


It is hoped to show a still more 
marked improvement in the death 
rate from tuberculosis. if the 
present system can be continued. 
The work 80 far has been 
very satisfactory. For the year 
1901 we had very little over halt 
the number of deaths from tuber- 


culosis that the average for the thirty 
preceding years represents.“ 

It thus appears that the sanitary 
revolution wrought by the American 
occupation of Cuba was not less com- 
plete than was the politica] revolution. 
If the Cubans, under their new gov- 
ernment, keep up the good work, 
there will be no reason why Havana 
should not continue to be one of the 
most healthful cities in the world.

The enterprise wil] 
doubtless prove a success, as our 
Methodist friends have a streak of 
sound business sense running through

Gist of Testimony Introduced in Glenn 
Court-martial—Maj. Crane Pays a 


Warm Tribute to Accused Officer’s 
Work in Panay.

MANILA, June 9.—[By Mantla Ca- 
ble.] The members of the court- 
martial which tried Maj. Edwin 
F. Glenn of the Fifth Infantry, who 
was charged with administering the 
water cure to Filipinos, have returned 
to Manila. The court held !ts sessions 
at Catbologan, Island of Samar. 

The Glenn court-martial refused to 
admit evidence from places outside of 
the Philippine Islands, which was 
brought forward to show that practices 
similar to the water cure had been 
conducted by the police of New York 
City in 1894, when Brig.-Gen. F. D. 
Grant was one of the Police Commis- 
sioners. Gen. Grant was president of 
the Glenn court-martial. Maj. Glenn, 
Surgeons Jones, Rhodes and Beal and 
Lieut. Connor testified that they had 
taken the water cure, that it was not 
dangerous, but that it produced a fear 
of death by strangulation in the man 
to whom it was administered. 

Maj. Charles J. Crane of the Adju- 
tant-Generals department _ testified. 
that, in his opinion, Maj. Glenn had 
done more than any one man, with the 
exception of Gen. R. P. Hughes, to 
bring about the successful pacification 
of Panay Island. Maj. Crane said he 
considered it impossible to obtain in- 
formation from natives without coer- 
cion, and that he regarded Maj. Glenn's 
work at Igbaras as the opening wedge 
which led to the pacification of the first 
large territory in the Philippine Archi- 
pelago. 

Lieut. Norman E. Cook of the Philip-

IGNS OF SOMETHING 
DOING IN SAN PEDRO. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC PEOPLE GO 
“SOUNDING” THERE. 


Special Party of Yesterday to Spend 
‘Part of Today in Harbor Town— 
Wharves to Be Built ?—Mariner’s 
Wife Dead.

SAN PEDRO, June 11. —-A special 
train on the Southern Pacific railroad 
from Los Angeles this morning brought 
a party of railroad and steamship 
transportation officials, comprised of R. 
H. Ingram. superintendent, E. IL. 
Swaine, assistant superintendent, 
Thomas McCaffrey, train master, G. 
A. Parkyns, assistant general freight 
ard passenger agent, and P. J. Archer, 
representing the railroad fraternity 
with Capt. William Banning and Han- 
cock Banning of the Wilmington Trans- 
portation Company. The party spent 
several hours in a tour of inspection of 
all property on the west side of the 
bay, from a point nenr the shipyards 
to the breakwater. When questioned 
as to the object of their visit at this 
time, Mr. Ingram stated that !t was 
one of the “regular-interval trips to 
San Pedro, reviewing the general sitvua- 
tion and noting the progrees made cn 
work in hand. There is no particular 
significance attaching to our visit at 
this time.“ 4 

Referring to the proposition for a dry- 
dock at San Pedro, Mr. Ingram, when 
asked as to the possibility of its pro- 
motors odtaining a site on land be- 
longing to the Southern Pacific, re- 
plied that under the present favorable 
conditions and believing, as we do, that 
there is a great future ahead for San 
Pedro harbor, we are likely to hold on” 
to all the water-front property in our 
possession. Undoubtedly tnere will be 
need of such a structure here within 
a short time.”

Vantage that may pregent itself from 
time to time.

number of rangers allotted to the San. 
Gebriel reserve is inadequate, and he 
acknowledges that the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce has very prop- 


clency. But he contends that the same 
complaint can be justly made in regard 
to all the other forest reserves in the 
country, and he asserts that the field 
force allowed for the San Gabriel re- 


ployed elsewhere. The caretaking of 
the forest reserves throughout the 
country, he avers, is hampered by the 
inadequacy of the government ap- 
propriation. 

All these things are duly set forth 
in a letter addressed by Mr. Hermann 
to Senator Perkins, and read yester- 
day at the regular weekly meeting of 
the board of directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce. The letter follows: 

HERMANN’S EXPLANATION. 

Hon. Geo. C. Perkins, United States 
Senate—Dear sir: Your favor of the 
20th inst., transmitting a set of reso- 
lutions and a petition of the Chamber 
of Commerce of Los Angeles, urging 
the increase of the field force on the 
San Gabriel and San ino for- 
est reserves, is received. 

I most heartily agree with every word 
of these resolutions and fully realize 
their correctness as well as their im- 
portance. 

The department is fully aware of the 
unusual importance of these reserves 
to the settlements, and is impressed 
with the necessity of protecting the 
forests on the rough mountain slopes. 
I take pleasure also to express my 
hearty appreciation of the spirit of 
sympathy, real enthusiasm, which pre- 
vails among the people, and which has 
led to a most 
tween the citizens abou ese rese 
and the ranger forces engaged in their 

rotection. 
2 to the field force, allow me to 
state that there is evidently some mis- 
understanding about this matter, for it 
is but reasonable that under no con- 
dition would this office set an inflexible 
limit to the number of men on any 
reserve. Instructions have gone out 
repeatedly permitting supervisors the 
employment of extra help whenever wre 
circumstances appear to warrant su h 

loyment. 

at the same time I would respect- 
fully call attention to the fact — 
while the department is not only will- 
ing, but is anxious to do all in its 
power to furnish ample protection for 
all reserves, it appears almost 3 
sible to comply entirely with t 
wishes of the petitioners. As you know, 
the appropriations for the forest re- 
serves has not been increased for the 
coming year. At the same time the 
number of reserves, their total area, 
and still more, the business of the 
reserves, have increased rapidly. Re- 
serves have been created in Arizona, 
Colorado, Nebraska, Utah, Oklahoma 
and Wyoming; large additions to re- 
serves have been made in Wyoming 
and Arizona, and reserves are con- 
templated, the lands already with- 
drawn, in Utah, Idaho and Montana. 
The rapid increase of the business of 
these reserves is well illustrated by 
the fact that the timber work alone 
in the Black Hills requires more help 
than the patrol service, and that this 
timber work has necessitated the 
keeping-oůn of the entire force of 
rangers in that reserve, where other- 
wise the majority of rangers would 
have been needed only for five months 
in the year. In the same way the 
“free-use” cases in the Lew and 
Clark reserves numbered only ten dur- 
ing the last fiscal year, where there 
have beer over 200 cases allowed dur- 
ing the present year. : 

Now, of course, the forest officers 
in charge of the reserves, naturally, 
and properly so, do all they can to im- 
press this office and others concern- 
ing the needs of the respective re- 
serves, but it would require probably 
three times our appropriation to any- 
where near satisfy the requests of 
these gentlemen; and thus, while I 
am fully aware of the correctness of 
their arguments, it is impossible to 
meet their requests. For these rea- 
sons, it became necessary to adopt & 
definite plan of distributing the field 
force. In making this plan every 
feature was considered; the area, the 
amount of timber sales, free-use cases, 
the time and effort required to con- 
trol and regulate the grazing, the

Traction Attorneys Assert That 
“Broughton” Law is not Effective 
Los Angeles—T. E. Gibbon on 


Value of Franchises. 

From now until the day when Judge 
Olin Wellborn renders his decision in 
the celebrated freight-franchise case, 
municipal officials will be upon the 
qui vive. Blindfolded justice is now 
weighing in the scales the merits of op- 
posing briefs, and by the middle of 
July it is expected that the sword will 
fall upon the Gordian knot of legal 
entanglements. 

On Monday the strong brief prepared 
by City Attorney Mathews and Deputy 
Herbert Goudge was filed. Yesterday 
the brief of the Clark-Hook forces, pre- 
pared under the supervision of Garrett 
McEnerny and indorsed by Gibbon, 
Thomas & Halsted, E. K. Milliken, Cam 
& Lissner, and Percy R. Wilson, solici- 
tors for the Traction company’s inter 
ests, arrived from San Francisco. It 
contains 166 printed pages, and makes 
a clear presentation of one side of the 
controversy. Somewhat surprising is the 
contention of Attorney McEnerny and 
his conferees that the ‘“‘Broughton” law 
is not in force in Los Angeles. 
this point the brief says: 

“We believe that we have already 
shown that the control of streets is 
a municipal affair. In other words, that 
the discretion involved in determining 
how the public convenience will be best 
subserved by their use is a function 
which, from the earliest history of 
municipalities in this country, has been 
confided to local authorities. We have 
also shown that the granting of the use 
of a street for street-railway purposes 
is one of the many uses to which streets 
may be put to achieve public con- 
#Xenience. The exercise of the power in- 
volved in granting or d@nying the use 
of streets to street railways is a mere 
exercise of the discretion confided to 
public officers to determine how their 
trust may be best exercised in order to 
accomplish the general well-being of 
the communities which they serve. If 
we have established that that regula- 
tion of the use of streets, namely, 
their control, is a municipal affair, it 
follows of course that the franchise 
act for Broughton law) of 1901 is not 
in force in Los Angeles.” 

The great value of the franchises 
which the Council offered for gale is 
made apparent from the affidavit of 
Attorney Thomas E. Gibbon, in which 
he says: 

„That affiant, the lith day of Febru- 
ary, 1902, represented and continuously 
gince that time has, and does now, rep- 
resent clients who were on said lith 
day of February, 1902, at the time when 
the City Council of the city of Los An- 
geles acted upon and assumed to ac- 
cept the bid of complainant, and at- 
tempted to award to it the franchise 
described in complainant's bill of com- 
plaint herein, ready and wilting, and 
who then had, and ever since have 
had, and now have, financial ability to 
pay to the city of Los Angeles, for said 
franchise, the sum of $415,000, if the 
payment of aid sum was or is neces- 
sary to obtain said franchise; and said 
clients have had, and still are so ready 
and willing, and financially abundantly 
able to pay the said sum for said fran- 
chise; and that said clients, so repre- 
sentéd by affiant, would have raised 
the bid of said complainant, upon 
which the said City Council of the said 
city of Los Angeles attempted and as- 
sumed to award said franchise to com- 
plainant, had not his said cliente been 
advised by their attorneys, including 
affiant, that the said City Council of 
the said city of Los Angeles had no 
legal right or power to offer the said 
franchise for sale on the lith day of 
February, 1902, or to receive any bids 
therefor; or to award the same under 
any bids received on that day. 

It is expected that the brief of the 
complainant, the Pacific Electric Rall- 
way Company, will be filed today. At- 
torney John S. Chapman was assisted 
in its preparation by Bicknell, Gibson 
& Trask, Hunsaker & Britt, Judge W. 
F. Fitzgerald, Works & Lee, and Dunn 
& Crutcher. These attorneys will try to 
prove that the Pacific Electric Railway 
Company is in possession of the dis- 
puted franchise because of a contract 
with the Council. Mayor Snyder's veto 
of the franchise ordinance is held to 
amount to nothing. 

Yesterday the work of removing the 
rails from Compton avenue was con- 
tinued under the direction of the Street 
Superintendent. The small force found 
some difficulty in handling the heavy 
rails, but nearly all had been removed 
last nicht. Superintendent MeGutre 
stated last night that he wil! follow out 
the advice of City Attorney Mathews 
to the letter. As soon as the ralls have 
been removed the street will be roaded 
up” and put in passable condition. 


SEEKING THE LIGHT. 

FOR TUNNEL ILLUMINATION. 

Because the Gas and Light Com- 
mittee, consisting of McLain, Allen 
and Lauder, has turned a deaf ear to 
his requests, T. Wiesendanger is on 
the warpath with about 300 brave 
citizens at his back. Last Monday a 
petition, largely signed, was pre- 
sented to the Council asking that a 
number of arc lights be placed in the 
Third-street tunnel to dispel the 
gloom. Yesterday Mr. Wiesendanger 
said: 

“It is dangerous for men or teams 
to pass through that tunnel, and more 
light is absolutely needed. Some 
genius at the City Hall has been try- 
ing to explain to the Light Committee 
that if you had hundreds of lights 
you could not see, on account of the 
glare of daylight outside. This is a 
childish error, and no one with ordi- 
nary good sense will believe it. In 
the strong light of day the pupil of 
the eye becomes smaller, so as not to 
admit too much light, and it does not 
open larger very quickly or sud- 
denly in passing into darkness. 

“Now this is the reason why people 
find it so dark in a tunnel over 1209 
feet long, lighted only with five poor, 
incandescent lamps. But

ing in daytime inside the tunnel, then 
a would be more light, and the 
eye that is adjusted to the strong 
light of day, on entering the tunnel. 
would stin find sufficient light to see. 
Now this is an actual, simple fact. 
Not a theory; every child can grasp 
it, and every occulist and every scien- 
tist will confirm it. Now if an ordi- 
nary business man had spent $100,000 
on the construction of a tunnel, and 
found that 12,000 people each day pass 
through it, he wousd spend a few 
dollars more each day, so as not to 
destroy altogether the utility of such 

a tunnel. And the City Council 
should act as any business man vould 
in the interest of his own business. 

“If the Light Committee does not 
understand the laws of optics, or the 
simple facts explained above, at least 
let them make a trial, and give the 
tunnel twelve arc Nights, and then 
judge by the results, which they can 
actually see. The citizens of Los An- 
gel@ feel now that at present the 
utility of the Third-street tunnel is 
almost destroyed by bad management, 
insufficient lighting, and the bad con- 
dition of the roadway. 

“Those hundreds of citizens who 
have signed the petition demand that 
twelve arc lights be used in the tun- 
nel, and that the roadway be paved 
with asphaltum, and they will bring 
the matter rseistently and forcibly 
before the Council until some busi- 
ness-like action is taken by the states- 
men in ths City Hall toward improving 
the tunnel for which the citizens have 
paid a large sum of money, and 
which is now almost useless through 
neglect and mismanagement.”

The issue came up for the third time 
as unfinished business at an ad- 
journed meeting of the board last 
night. and was earnestly discussed by 
the members and representatives of 
each corporation for over two hours. 
Giffen opened the question with a fine 
confidence by moving that the presi- 
dent and secretary of the board be 
‘instructed to comply with the former 

instructions and sign the contract with 
the Home Company for fifty-three main 

lines at a monthly rental of $59.90. He 
just simply settled all possibility of 
argument by stating that the new sys- 
tem would be the best ever, and that 
if the board possessed a smattering of 
intelligence they would see that there 
was no comparison between the two 
propositions. 
RUSH RESISTED. 
Foley, as usual, launched the oppo- 
' sition, contending that there was no 
‘good reason for tying up to the new 
company in such a rush; that the 
promises were all right, but the board 
could as well as not, and should, wait 
until it is seen whether the perfect 
service is given. He pointed out that 
the signing of the contract would leave 
the schools without service during the 
busiest six weeks of the year, even 
if the agreement to have them in by 
November 1 were completely fulfilled, 
and suggested the serious possibility 
of the Sunset people taking out their 
instruments at once if the contract 
were given to the new concern. 

Attorney W. E. Dunn then took the 
floor for the Sunset, and urged that 
action be deferred until the three ab- 
sent members were present. “If you 
sign this contract, it renders useless 
property worth many thousands of dol- 
lars. said Dunn. The Sunset Com- 
pany has a great investment here, and 
it is a heavy taxpayer. It certainly 
_ought to be entitled to the same con- 
| sideration as a corporation on paper. 
| This contract was passed without any 
notice to us, and consequently with- 
out competition. You are endeavor- 
ing to sign a contract with people who 
have no ‘phones. I am saying noth- 
ing derogatory?to the new company: it 
is probably acting in good faith, but 
many things may happen. But why 
this haste? If the new company has 
its lines in by November, why not 
sign then, when the service can be 
compared? Both companies will be in 
the field then and this thing will keep.” 

Dunn then stated that he was au- 
thorized to offer the service at 
price lower than Home Company’s bid 
on a contract for one year instead of 
two, if the board desired. 

NEW COMPANY'S CASE. 


Trippett of the Home company stated 
that they would be able to furnish the 
phones much cheaper if contracted for 
now than at any later period. He read 
technical descriptions indicating that 
the new equipment would be of the 
finest extant and stated that his com- 
pany could be considered out of any 
competition for party line“ service, 
as the new system would be exclu- 
sively main lines. 

A. B. Cass, a director in the Home 
company. urged that the new project 
be given encouragement, saying the 
excellence of the service would be a 
valuable advertisement for the city at 
large, He said that the Home company 
had foueht fr six years to secure a 
foothold; that it was responsible for 
the condult system; that it now has 
doc subscribers; that it is backed by 
the American Steel and Wire Com- 
pany. and that its success is assured.

it is needful te direct a part of the 
daily exercise to localised effect. 

This can be done by six simple ex- 
ereises that can be carried out in the 
bedroom. 

Be very careful to do all the work 
just evenly. with the two sides; do not 
twist in bending. nor bend in twisting. 

(1.) Stand erect, arms upstretchea. 
Bend forward, without bending the 
knees, sweeping the arms forward and 
downward until finger tips (as nearly 
as possible,) touch the floor. (See cut 
No. 1.) Raise body slowly, beginning 
in lower section of the spine and lift- 
ing head last; letting arms sink nat- 
urally to sides. At the end lift chest 
high and draw chin down and back; 
(three to fifteen times.) 

(2.) Hands on hips. (Later hands 
clasped behind head.) Twist the body 
from the waist up as far as possible 
to the right and to the left; (four to 
twelve each way.) 

(3.) Hands on hips. Run thirty to 150 
steps without changing your place on 
the floor. Breathe through the nose, 
with mouth shut. (The run may be va- 
ried by raising knees or raig§ing heels.) 

(4.) Arms hanging, bend sideward and 
reach finger tips as far as possible be- 
low the knee, first right, then left: 
(four to twelve each way.) 

(5.) Lie, face downward, on the floor, 
with arms outstretched. Throw the arms 
back and raise them from the. floor, 
raising head and shoulders also as high 
as possible, as shown in cut No. 2. 
(Three to fifteen.) Begin at three; in- 
crease by one count daily if back does 
not grow lame. 

(6.) Hang by the hands from a bar 
across the doorway. Swing the feet, legs 
and body forward and backward. The 
bar can be easily put up and removed 
at will by merely screwing to each 
side of the door frame a U-shaped 
socket (sawed from a thick board,) into 
which a stout broomstick bar may be 
lowered from above. 

‘The first exercise can be made much 
harder (and more effective) as the mus- 
cles grow strong, by lying on the bed 
with shoulders projecting over the edge 
and lowering them each time not only 
to the level but below it, then raising 
them as before. 

SPINAL DISEASE. 

All these exercises are good for for- 
ward and backward curves also, if 
there is no disease in the spine; but 
when any marked curve of that class 
exists it is very necessary to be cer- 
tain it is not caused by bone disease, 
for in that case exercise would be the 
very worst possible treatment. Absro- 
lute rest for the diseased part, and 
good hygiene for the remainder of the 
body are the things then needed. 

In genera! it is safe to say that with 
such disease there will be pain, both 
steady and at times stabbing, and that 
the steady pain will be increased by 
pressure, especially that of the weight 
of the upper part of the body itself, so 
that lying down will give relief. Usu- 
ally the body is somewhat rigid, move- 
ments are not free, and often one or 
more bones of the spine project a lit- 
tle backward and are sensitive to 
touch. These conditions should at once 
be referred to a surgeon—the best one 
to be had. 

It is the best plan never to get a 
spinal curvature at all. If you want to 
avoid it, keep your body and muscles 
vigorous; take exercise steadily, not 
spasmodically, and try to use the two 
sides of the body evenly. 

HURTFUL HABITS. 

There is still discussion as to the 
common cause of curves—eone-sided ex- 
ercise (in business or play.) or one- 
sided posture, held habitually. 

It is safe to say that both are nad 
and that each causes some proportion 
of the cases, but probably habitual! pos- 
ture is the more dangerous.

The Black Warrior acid reduction 
plant near Globe, Ariz., has been shut 
down, throwing nearly 100 men out of 
employment. It is stated by the man- 
agement that the reason for the sus- 
pension is the refusal of the Gila Val- 
je. Globe and Northern Railway to fix 
satisfactory freight rates. 

The management is emphatic in ‘ts 
denial that the ore used in 
the company’s plant is at fault, and 
states that still further enlargements 
to the plant are contemplated. They 
expect to expend several thousand dol- 
lars on improvements. 

PROVIDENCE MOUNTAIN ORE. 

President P. H. Mathews of the Prov- 


received a partial report from Engi- 
neer John Goldsworthy, who is making 


the Goldstone group of claims in the 
Providence Mountains. This report 
contains the result of assays made by 


tuting the Goldstone group. 

Eighteen samples of ore, taken from 
as many different shafts and outcrop- 
pings, show an average of about $31 
per ton in gold and silver, mostly 
gold, according to this report. The 
assays were made from specimens se- 
lected by Engineer Goldsworthy him- 


posed, and designed to represent the 
average run of the veins so far as ex- 
plored. The width of the veins, ac- 
cording to the report, varies from three 
inches to nine feet, at the various ex- 
posures and the assays range from $3 
to more than $300 per ton. 

1 The highest assay, a little over $300 
per ton, resulted from ore taken from 
the dump of the old Lucifer shaft, 
eighty-five feet in depth. Owing to the 
accumulation of water in the hole, Mr. 
Goldsworthy was unable to go to the 
bottom of the shaft to select his sam- 


mine was vriginally 
arastra with quite satisfactory results. 
On recommendations of the companys 
engineers, this old shaft will immedi- 
ately be extended to a depth of 150 
feet, with crosscuts about one hun- 
dred feet in length at various levels, 
so as to test accurately the quantity. 
and character of the ore. The same 
will be done with the Bald mine ad- 
joining. and if the ore continues to 
show up as it does near the surface, 
no time will be lost in erecting a mill 
for its reduction. Engineer Goldsworthy 
estimates that at least a quarter of a 
million will be in sight if the ore 
holds out at a depth of 150 feet and 
averages but $15 per ton. 

The surveys are not yet completed. 
but development work is in progress, 
and the officers of the company say 
they have every reason to feel en- 
couraged and to give assurance that 
the Providence Gold and Copper Com- 
pany can be made a dividend-payer at 
an early date. 


BREWING AT CANANEA.

nora, Mex., mines are perennial. It is 
now told that D. M. Riordan, repr-- 
senting the General Electric Company, 
has been experting the property, and 
is to be made its general manager if 
the change is accomplished. It is told 
as well that E. H. Harriman is inter- 
ested in the dicker, and that he has se- 
cured control of the Naco-Cananes 
Railway. It is possible these stories 
have some foundation, but thev are 
emphatically denied as soon as heard. 
DEVELOPMENT IN SONORA. 

The United States Mining and Smelt- 
ing Company is the style of a New 
York corporation that lately acquired 
title to the Ahogado mine, one of the 
ancient workings twenty miles dis- 
tant from Mex, The ores 
near the surface are understood to have 
been taken out, but at a depth is 
an ore body that is figured by experts 
a phenomenal one, ready to be worked 
at a profit by modern American meth- 


ods. 

The Veta Grande Mining Company, 
working the Cuchillo mine, near Altar, 
Sonora, has put into operation a 100- 
ton Huntington mill, from which the 
slimes are worked by cyanide. 

Large quantities of mining machin- 
ery are passing Nogales for use in 
the new glacer fields around La Dura. 
100 miles east of Ortiz station on the 
Sonora railway. 

QUICKSILVER OPERATOR. 

Another company has entered the 
field. It is the Libertad Quicksilver 
Mining Company. which owns property 
in the Josephine district, adjoining the 
Madrone mine in San Luis Obispo 
county.

The Los Angeles Railway Company 
and the Pacific Electric Company 
(owned by the Huntington syndicate) 
have voluntarily raised the wages of 
their employés. 

Two years ago the trolley men were 

tting 20 cenis per hour. They asked 
or an increase, and a new schedule 
was posted paying new men 20 cents, 
men of three years’ experience, 21 
cents, and, after five years, 22 cents. 

Yesterday the men were surprised 
to find a notice posted giving a new 
‘schedule, by which the extra men get 
22 cents, those who have regular runs 
22% cents; those of five years’ unin- 
terrupted service with the companies, 
23% cents, ten to fifteen years’ serv- 
ice, 24% cents, and after fifteen years, 
25% cents. The time provisions in- 
clude men transferred from one com- 
pany to the other. 

No demand was made by the men, 
nor were they looking for this sub- 


stantial increase in their pay. J. A. 
Muir, general manager of the Los 
Angeles Railway Company, States 


that Huntington has been considering 
this action for some time. He real- 
izes the fact that the cost of living 
is higher and that he has an efficient 
corps of men. Besides the prinicple 
of paying increased wages as men re- 
main steadily ionger and longer in 
one service, he considers a sound one. 
Mr. Muir figures out that the in- 
crease means an average of $7.50 
more for each man per month, and

TO BE CONNECTED.

LINE FROM PORT HARFORD TO 
BAKERSFIELD SURVEYED. 
@ — 

Rate of Fifteen Cents a Barrel on 
Oil to Tide Water Said to Have 
Been Proposed—Hundred-and-ten-mile 

Road. 


SANTA MARIA, June 11.—E. P. Vin- 
ing, accompanied by M. Fleisher and 
J. F. Goodwin, drove through various 
Sections of the valley looking over the 
Proposed outlet for the San Joaquin 
and Port Harford Railroad, which is to 
be constructed in the near future. Mr. 
Vining had his chief engineer with 
him and made numefous maps and 
notes which are full of significance for 
this valley's future. There seems to 
be no longer any doubt as to the road 
being built, its practicability being al- 
most self-evident, when it is conali- 
ered that at one end the line reaches 
tide water and the other taps the im- 
mense oll fields of the Kern River 
belt. | 

The entire route from Bakersfield to 
Port Harford is now surveyed, includ- 
ing three or more outlets from the 
Cuyama Valley. The larger part of 
the route lies along the Santa Maria 
River and comes close to the Alamo 
and Suez ranches. From these points 
the surveys vary. One goes throug u 
he Arroyo Grande Valley. another fol- 
ows along the Santa Maria River, and 
continuing on the San Luis Obispo side 
comes out at Nipomo. The third sur- 
vey leads down the valley to the mouth 
of the Santa Maria River. This latter 
survey seems to interest the promot- 
ers more than any other. Should the 
route down the valley be chosen, it 
would be netessary to construct a pier, 
as there is ho landing place there, Port 
Sal and Port Harford being the only 
possible stopping places at present. It 
is more than probable, n that 
after striking at the mouth of the 
river the line will continue northward 
and reach Port Harford. 

The road could readily enough con- 
nect with the Pacific Coast road at 
this point. but as the new venture is 
a standard gauge and the Pacific Coast 
line only a narrow gauge, it would 
require as much capital as to build a 
new road. The advantage that the new 
road has by continuing down the val- 
ley is to connect with the Southern 
Pacific in the lower part of the val- 
ley and thue be tn a position to haul 
freight and passengers to Santa Maria. 
Nearly all freight from Los Angeles 
now is shipped to Ghadaloupe and from 
this place hauled by teams, and it is 
equally true of freight shipped by the 
Southern Pacific from San Francisco. 
As this is quite an item itself, to say 
nothing of the passenger service which 
is now conducted by four daily stages, 
it is quite probable that the road will 
follow down the valley. 

It has been stated on good author- 
ity that a proposition has been made 
to the Bakersfield oil people to haul 
their oil to tide water at 15 cents a 
barrel, provided there was a guarantee 
of 5000 barrels a day. and also to haul 
freight at a rate of $1.80 a ton in car- 
load lots. 

The road as proposed now would 
hardly exceed 110 miles, which is far. 
lesa than hauling direct to San Fran- 
cisco or to any other tide- water point.

IS BALLONA CHANNEL. 


SAND FORMATION STOPS SWEEP 
OF THE CURRENT. 


Santa Monica High School Class Day 
Exercises—Townsfolk Drop Entertain- 
ment of Visitors Long Enough to Get 
Acquainted With One Another. 


SANTA MONICA, June 11.—The Bal- 
lona channel, connecting the sea with 
the lagoon, has, after having been 
open many years, been closed. The 
ocean has bullded a sand bank and 
barred itself out. 

The conditions have changed so that 
it is possible to drive along the beach 
across the site of Phe channel at almost 
any stage of the tide. At some heights 
of the tide the old piling presents an 
obstacle. The channel has been closed 
for several weeks. Previous to that it 
had been open for fifteen years or more, 

At high tides now the waves sweep 
up over the newly-formed sand bank 
and a good deal of water is carried into 
the lagoon. At the lower stages of 
the tides there is apparently no return 
flow, and it is supposed that the sur- 
plus water in the lagoon finds its way 
back into the sea by seepage. 

Constable I. Pritchard and City Mar- 
shal M. K. Barretto drove along the 
beach from Santa Monica to Redondo 
and crossed the newly-formed sand 
bank Tuesday morning. 

The closing of the channel recalls 
the extensive dredging and build- 
ing operations carried on about 
the Ballona lagoon in and about 1887. 
The Ballona Harbor Improvement 
Company sought to make a harbor of 
commerce of the place. D. Freeman 
donated to the harbor company a lot 
of land about the lagoon on the bluff 
and a large number of lots were sold 
at prices aggregating about 385.000. 
The proceeds were used in the improve- 
ment work. | ‘ 

A dredger and several barges were 
employed, and the channel was deep- 
ened so that the tug used there could 
pass in and out. Lines of piles were 
driven along the edges of the channel. 
A creosoting plant was established, and 
the piles driven were treated. A fairly 
commodious hotel was erected. 

The dredger used in the operations 


| failed to take up the blue clay bot- 


tom, and the deepening of the lagoon 
proved to be a very slow process. The 
Santa Fé Railroad was extended to 
Ballona. Afterward a spur was laid 
from Inglewood to Redondo. In the 
early ‘90's the Ballona branch track 
was torn up in a night, and the ralls 
and other material were used in build- 
ing the line to Santa Monica. 

About $285,000 is said to have been 
expended in the attempt to make a har- 
bor. The work was actively prose- 
cuted for about elghteen months and 
to some extent for two or three years. 

SANTA MONICA CLASS DAY.
